The 
French believe, rightly enough, 
that they have reached a level of 
civilization, an intellectual refine- 
ment, whose influence has per- 
vaded even their daily lives; to 
lose it would be like losing one’s 
identity. They feel also—though 
refusing to confess it—that they 
must change or perish. 


External Forces 

“The survival of France is con- 
ditioned by external forces, espe- 
cially in the economic field, but 
pride and prejudice make it hard 
for us to adopt a way of life 
foreign to our traditional tempo. 
We are, if I may say so, the 
Southerners of the West. For 
complex reasons, some good, 
some bad, we have tried until 
recently to resist the full process 
of mechanization. It does not 
mean that we do not change: our 
achievements in many fields de- 
serve attention, but we are the 
last to value them seriously, and 
we do not derive from them 
the self - confidence we should. 
We lack unity of purpose, 
for we hesitate to sacrifice any- 
thing of the past; we have not 
yet decided what is essential in it 
and therefore must be preserved. 
Nonetheless, we are drive’ away 
from it, and pushed forward in 
spite of ourselves without enjoy- 
ing our motion as we would if it 
came from our own free will. 
Yet we cannot resist the forces at 
work in the world and in our- 
selves.” 

There are many similarities be- 


tween France and the South. The | 
South clings to the tradition of an 


old civilization. . Mechanization 
came late to Dixie, and the 
amount of it still lags far behind 
the more industrialized areas of 
industry and agriculture. The 
South, too, hesitates to sacrifice 
anything of its past, even its 
myths, and, like France, the South 
has not determined what of its 
past is still essential. 


The Past 


And certainly, as Pierre Em- 
manuel says of his country, the 
South is being driven from its 
past, “and pushed forward in 
spite of ourselves without enjoy- 
ing our motion as we would if it 
came of our own free will... 
yet we cannot resist the forces at 
work in the world and in our- 
gelves.” 

All these things are true of both. 
But there the comparison stops. 
France is a nation with an em- 
pire.

But, nonetheless, Pierre 
Emmanuel demonstrates his 
awareness and his knowledge of 
American problems and his own. 
In a very real sense Frenchmen 
are the Southerners of the West.

And France, 
because of her geographic loca- 
tion,’ is a key to defense of Eu- 
rope. And America, for all her 
impatience, has an affection for 
France.

Revenue Commissioner T. V. 
Williams expressed confidence 
Friday that the state will at 
least equal last year’s $3154 mil- 
lion receipts in the year ending 
next June 30. 

He said that was clear from 
the May collections, which ran 
$150,043.10 higher than those of 
last year. 


There were some trouble spots 
indicated in the tax figures, how- 
ever, Williams reported. 

Sales tax collections for May 


1958 were $800,000 less than those 
in May 1957. But the commis- 
sioner said $700,000 of _ that 
amount was a “paper” loss re- 
sulting from the fact that 1957 fig- 


ures included a carry-over from 


April 1957. 

Another key barometer of eco- 
nomic conditions, the motor fuel 
tax collections, was also off—by 
$147,000. 


However, state- Income tax col- 
lections jumped by $1,089,131.53 
over last May’s. Williams said 
most of this increase resulted 
from improved collection meth- 
ods, particularly the addition of 
new persons and corporations to 
tax rolls. 

In the first 11 months of the 
current fiscal year, the state 
Revenue Department has  col- 
lected $1,714,373.94 more than it 
did in the same period last year. 
If income from other depart- 
ments holds up, Williams said, 
Georgia may take in as much 
as $317 million this year.

Time for Decision 
Nearing for France 


Faced with the choice of either ac- 
cepting Gen. De Gaulle or chaos and pos- 
sible civil war, the people of France must 
make their most critical decision since 
World War II. This will be difficult for 
a government and people in a country 
where indecision has brought ‘them 
to the point of almost no return. 

It is evident that the present Paris 
government is powerless and that any 
cabinet chosen to follow that of the re- 
signed Premier Pflimlin woutd be more 
so. The stalemated French National As- 
sembly is still unable to function. 

President Coty desperately has ex- 
plained to the Assembly and to the French, 
people that De Gaulle offers the only 
hope of avoiding a worse situation than 
now exists. With the armed forces more 
or less united behind the open defiance 
of the military in Algeria and Corsica, 
the danger of a military coup d'etat even 
without De Gaulle remains. 

It is to the general's credit that he 
has insisted that he will accept power 
only through constitutional means. At the 
same time, however, he refuses to head 
up & government without authority to 
proceed to ring about the constitutional 
reforms France needs. Whether or not this 
is a demand for absolute emergency pow- 
ers is problematical. Unfortunately, as 
President Coty has said, the alternative 
is worse. 

It is apparent now that the military’s 
insistence on De Gaulle is conditioned 
upon his following their wishes. There, is 
no certainty that he will be ablé to do So. 
Already the Algerian junta leaders have 
said that De Gaulle’s comifg to power 
wills not mean disbanding the insurrec- 
tional Committees of Public Safety. Im- 
plied is the threat that De Gaulle, too, 
could be removed by a military coup. 

Meanwhile, the extremists on the right 
backed by the military and those on the 
left with support.of the Communists and 
Socialists are smothering the badly di- 
vided center parties in the Assembly. 
Whether the general can overcome these 
extremes will decide his fate and even 
that of France. 

Both these extremes seem bent upon 
destroying French democracy. 
very well might succeed. That is why 
the choice facing France is so important 
to the French and to‘ the cause of free- 
dom,

Unemployment Decline 
Eats Into Recession 


A five-week decline of 10 per cent 
in-the number of persons drawing un- 
employment compensation is good news 
for the American economy. While it does 
not necessarily mean a decline ef. 10 per 
cent in jobless, it does indicate a defi- 
nite pattern of recovery from first-quar- 
ter conditions of this year. 

Meanwhile, the total nuntber of un- 
employed remains at a higher level than 
in more than a decade. But present signs 
seem to bear out President Eisenhower's 
economists in saying the worst of the 
slump is over and that a gradual upturn 
is taking place. 

One of the moet hopeful develop- 
ments in the economy is renewed-con- 
struction activity. Taking the brakes off 
houging credit and the plentiful supply 
of mortgage money are providing the 
needed stimuli to building. 

Stepped-up public works also are 
having an effect. Billions of dollars in 
improvements, ranging from highways to 
schools, are under way all over the coun- 
trv.. They not only are providing jobs but 
needed projects, some long-delayed, are 
being accomplished.

Defense Reorganization 


Is Still Bogged Down 


At his press conference Thursday 
President Eisenhower bitterly attacked 
the watered-down version of his defense 
reorganization bill. 

Briefly, the President said the House 
Armed Services Committee, of which 
Georgia’s Rep. Vinson is chairman, had 
so twisted the bill that its effect would 
be to compound, not remedy, the present 
divisions and confusions in the Pentagon. 
He left the impression that if this version 
becomes law, he will veto it. 

The proposed changes in the bill, de- 
clared Mr. Eisenhower, would cause “ad- 
ministrative chaos” and would put a pre- 
mium on intransigence. The President 
“suggest that Congress 
hopes for disobedience and interservice 
rivelries.” 

Chief opponents of the reorganization 
have been the Navy and the Army and 
their civilian representatives. Obviously 


fearful that the Air Force will continue © 


to gain stature in the space age, they had 
rather take their chances of pressuring 
Congress than a realistic secretary of 
defense. : 

We cannot believe that the American 
people want a setup which has proved 


so costly in duplication, waste and inef- 


ficiency continued. Our lagging missiles 
program is the best testimony of all 
against ‘it. 

It is difficult to conceive the reason 
why Congress is~so reluctant to set up a 
defense establishment in tune to the space 
age and the continued mounting costs of 
the military. It is inconceivable, too, that 
some of its members insist upon perpetu- 
ating thé confusion and conflicts which 
now exist.

After reading the title of a commencement 
speech given by a high school student, 
know whether I should laugh or cry. 
was “What Did We Do To Deserve This?” Well, I couldn't laugh. I

never laugh at young people and I think I can share her bewilder- 
ment, for this is in some respects a terribly nae time in 


which to graduate from high school. 


Of course, any generation has 
its difficulties and its roadblocks 
for the imaginative young per- 
son. But it does not mean that in 
recent times old problems have 
been corfipeunded. Not only to 
young people but to us who aren't 
now quite as young, the world 
seems too big, the demands too 
great and the changes too rapid. 
A young person moves from 
classroom into an unstable, war- 
wounded and almost reckless 
world. It is natural that many 
should be asking, ‘‘What did we 
do to deserve this?™ 

If I could talk to this- young 
commencement orator, I think I 
should tell her that life is largely 
a matter of accent. A person is 
known by his accent. 

One person can say in a de- 
cidedly negative tone, ‘‘What did 
we do to deserve a world of un- 
stable nations and peoples, of dis- 
placed men and minds and of un- 
sound dollars and-eenvictions?”’ 

And another ‘person can say af- 
firmatively, ‘“‘What did we do to 
deserve a world of much beauty 
and grandeur, of great poetry and 
music, of priceless nobility and 
goodness?”’ 

There is much to make a

thoughtful man despondent, but 
there is just as much to make a 
thoughtful man grateful. Of 
course, this is the world of book- 
burners, but it is also the world 
of book writers. Hitler and Stalin 
were of this world and so were 
Lincoln, Wilson and Churchill. 
And therevare slums, but also 
gardens; hurricanes and glorious 
sunsets; crimes and convictions;

WASHINGTON—When Gen. Eisenhower was 
campaigning for the presidency in 1952, one of 
the most appealing and persistent promises he 
made to the American people was this: 


“IT am going to get. the best 


brains in the country, the best executive talent, the widest experience 


and put them to work for the nation.”’ 


Vith all the President's pres- 
tige and persuasiveness and per- 
sonal charm he has been unable 
to get the best brains, the best 
executive talent, the widest ex- 
perience to work for the govern- 
ment, 

More often than not, the most 
qualified, the most promising 
people refused to take a govern- 
ment job and when they did they 
left it so soon that they hardly 
gave value received. 

Time and again the White 
House has had to fill top jobs 
with the third, fifth and seventh 
choice—and that’s literally true. 

The Harvard Business School 
Club of Washington, D-C., has 
just completed, under the direc- 
Wilford L. White of 
the Small Business Administra- 
tion, an invaluable study of 
“Businessmen in Government,” 
their experiences, reactions, dif- 
ficulties and, most of all, the co- 
lossal disinterest of the business 
community in having them serve. 

How hard is it to get the right 
business executives with the right 
skills in the places in government 
where they are most needed”? 

The answer of the - Harvard 
Business School Club survey is 
that ‘‘there exists a frightening 
lack of interest in the business

companies and most businessmen 
look upon serving the government 
more as a “career detour’ than 
as an opportunity for ‘‘broadened 
experience.” 

How hard is.it for the govern- 
ment to retain good business ex- 
ecutives once it gets them? The 
answer reveals the most dis- 
comforting fact of all: More and 
more qualified businessmen are 
serving constantly shorter pe- 
riods. 


I am not suggesting that busi- 
ness is the only reservoir of ex- 
ecutive talent for government 
service. But it is an important 
reservoir and when you find a 
“frightening lack of interest” 
among businessmen in service in 
the government and when you 
find a steady decline in the 
length of time they are willing 
to serve, no wonder the President 
has to reach down into the bot- 
tom of the barrel. 

The central conclusion of the 
Harvard “BMG” gurvey is that 
the United States will never be 
able to stand up in the race with 
the Soviet Union if it can't get 
better men in government for 
longer periods.

Cripples U.S. Army 


WASHINGTON—A number of the Army’s in- 
fantry division commanders believe the artillery 
strength of the new Pentomic division should 


be more than doubled. Their concern about the lack of adequate 
conventional artillery support is compounded by the scarcity of new 
dual-capacity (nuclear and non-nuclear) weapons, which were sup- 
posed to compensate for the small amount of conventional artillery. 


Some divisional commanders 
also believe there are not enough 


riflemen in the new infantry di- 
vision. The recent tactical reor- 
ganization of the Army recast the 
infantry division from its former 
three-regiment structure to the 
present five battle-group organiza- 
tion. The infantry battle groups, 
unlike the battle groups of the 
airborne division, have only four 
rifle companies; some officers 
would like to see a fifth rifle 
company added, 

These and other recommenda- 
tions for strengthening the com- 
bat effectiveness of the new Pen- 
tomic Army have come squarely 
up against the ceiling on man: 
power and the limitation of funds 
imposed on all except very high 
priority defense projects. 

‘The reorganization of the Army 
from triangular into five-sided di- 
visions was predicated on the pro- 


duction of new dual-purpose mis- 


siles and other weapons with both 
nuclear and conventional capabil- 
ity, light enough to be air trans- 
ported. So-called single - purpose 
conventional weapons, like field 
artillery—once the ‘“‘king of bat- 
tles’’ — were given low develop- 
ment priority in favor of a family 


of missiles which could project the 


“big bang” to greater distances. 

Thus, when the Army reorgan- 
ized its units into five-sided struc- 
tures—light and theoretically mo- 
bile—it took a definite risk, for 
the weapons that added power and 
punch and mobility were available 
only in token numbers. Moreover, 
the limitations on manpower and 
dollars prohibited the creation of 
a units — stronger sup- 
porting’ oot service, re- 


placement battalions and so on— 
that would certainly be needed in 
the conduct of any limited atomic 
War. 


The risk has been further com- 
pounded by two other factors: 


One is the inadequacy, to date, 
of the Little John field artillery 
rocket, which was to replace the 
present cumbersome and heavy 
Honest John. Both rockets, though 
unguided, are designed to carry 
either a nuclear or conventional 
warhead. The Honest John is in 
service. Some officers say its ac- 
curacy Compares unfavorably at 
equivalent ranges to conventional 
artillery, but it can pack an 
atomic wallop. It is, however, be- 
cause of its size and weight, diffi- 
cult to transport by air. 

The Little John, a much smaller 
and lighter weapon, but capable 
of utilizing either a conventional 
or a nuclear warhead, was de- 
signed for air transportability. But 
the Little John has encountered 
oom major development difficul- 

es, 

These delays, plus the relative- 
ly low priorities in the defense 
budget given to the production of 
new Army equipment, empha- 
size what many officers consider 
is the second risk involved in the 
reorganization of the Army into 
Pentomic divisions, The reorgani- 
zation weakened greatly the di- 
visions’ capability of fighting only 


with conventional weapons, The © 


new Army is neither fish nor 
fowl; it certainly is not yet 
equipped to fight a nuclear war 
and yet. its reorganization has re- 
duced materially its capability of 
fighting a non-nuclear. one,

Cheerful anglers 
Lott mmm §6Untying boats at the docks reminded 
me of horseplayers before the first 
race. One and all were confident that 
this was going to be the day of the 
big score. 

Since I was running as an entry 
with Charlie Elliott, who is a fishing 
equivalent of the Calumets, the odds 
looked good even for an apprentice. 

When it comes to hooking bass, 
Mr. Elliott is shut out about as often 
as the Yankees. He is, of course, held 
in high esteem around the lakes and 
tackleeshops. 

Amateur fishermen such as Marion 
Johnson and TV expert Paul Jones 
have spread malicious, if true, rumors 
about my ineptness as a fisherman. 
And there was some talk around the 
docks that even Elliott might not 
catch a fish with me along. 

After touring the lake for some four hours in Mr. Elliott's 
elaborate, custom-built runabout, I was ready to disagree with Mr. 
McMillan. The day was no better than others for fishing. I had 
received a liberal education in fishing equipment, but my batting 
average was no higher than usual. 

We soon were confronted with evidence that it was, indeed, a 
fine day for fishing. Messrs. Billy Street, J. W. Roach, Dr. T. E. 
McGeachy and Coach Red Laird (VPI) passed at various intersec- 
tions, proudly displaying defeated bass. 


—A Bass Boycott and No Strikes 


When we joined the group for lunch, Mr. Elliott seemed some- 
what embarrassed that he hadn't pulled anything out of the water 
It was, of course, a routine morning for me. 


Jones and our Jim Carson joined the luncheon party under 
the trees at Rudy’s Creek. Adding insult to an empty string, Mr. 
Street remarked that he and Mr. Roach had landed most of their 
bass in the same spot where Mr. Elliott had been blanked. 


After a few stories about fishing feats of other days, we 
launched the second half of the double-header. Mr. Elliott informed 
that he was changing our strategy, and he predicted that we'd 
come back with the biggest string or repeat our morning per- 
formance. 


“The most important thing about fishing,” he said, displaying 
a great deal of logic, “is finding fish. We are going to search for 
a new school far up the river.”’ 


The next two hours produged more of the same: pleasant boat 
riding and no fish. It should be noted, however, that this was no 
fair test of Mr. Elliott's skill as an angler. He had devoted a con- 
siderable portion of his time to unhooking my line from roots and 
logs. About 5 p.m. even Mr. Elliott was rapidly losing confidence. 
In fact, he recalled that he once went several days without catch- 
ing one bass.

—A School Turned Out in the Afternoon 


He then stated that we were nearing the ninth inning, and he 
knew of one more site where there should be some hungry fish. 
The place measured up to his specifications, and he introduced me 
to something called a water dog. 

We trolled over the spot four times without success before I 
succeeded in hooking my umteenth stump, or whatever you hook 
on the bottom of Sinclair. Elliott then started reeling in his line, 
and a bass bit the water dog. 

He quickly hauled in the four-pounder, ‘and the big rally was on. 
Mr. Elliott announced that he thought we had found the school, 
and school was soon out. 

After touring the whole dern lake without catching one fish in 
some eight hours, we caught 16 bass and two 10-pound channel cats 
without turning the motor. All but the first were hooked on(a but- 
terbean, officially known as Boone's Yellow Jig. 

For some reason, Mr. Elliott sneered when I remarked that 
this was somewhat like deep sea fishing. And it was, for we were 
pulling them in just as fast as we could toss that yellow gadget in 
the water. 

I didn’t count the crowd, but there must have been at least 
100 fishermen around Sinclair with more skill. Yet, 1 didn’t see 
many of ‘em with morte than seven bass, not to mention that cat- 
fish 

I've heard countless experts discourse on fishing around the 
tackle shops, arguing about everything from the moon to the new- 
est lure. But I’m convinced that the most important thing about 
fishing is the company you keep. All you have to do is hitch a boat 
ride with Elliott, Tommy Shaw or some guy like ‘em.

I can’t think of any sight 
with more action than a bunch of guys trying to 
herd a school of bonefish. 


Did you ever wade one of those shallow flats 
sprawling on the ocean side of an island? That's 
really the way to get the most enjoyment out of 
a bonefish. All you need is a pair of hind legs 
like a Missouri mule, hide as tough as an African 
elephant, a set of eyes like a hungry sea eagle, a 
blacksmith arm and some sort of championship 
in flyrod distance and accuracy. On top of those, 
you need a certain amount of skill and a lot of 
luck. 

Recognizing this, the tournament committee 
down in the Keys set up three different classifi- 
cations, to allow their participants to take fish 
with a flyrod, spinning rod and even with a cast- 
ing rod, using shrimp or other bait. More bone- 
fish are caught on bait when they cruise the 
deeper channels, than by any other method. 
Impaling a shrimp on a hook and dropping it

overboard is the simplest way of tying into one 
of the silvery torpedoes. 

But the real sport lies in stalking a big critter 
afoot, finding him as a gray shadow in the clear 
water, dropping a small streamer fly a few feet 
in front of his nose—which is not always the 
easiest thing to do when you've got a wind whip- 
ping off the Atlantic. That fly must be worked 
just right, like a darting minnew, before he'll 
charge and hit it like a porpoise going into battle. 

A bonefish flat off the beaten track is a lonely, 
lovely spot, walled in by mangroves on one side 
and a sweep of sea and sky on the other. The 
flat may be a few hundred acres big, or several 
square miles in size. The water is as clear as 
glass, from one to three feet ceep, and shows 
every speck of life—tiny crabs scuttling for the 
shelter of a coral mass, or burrowing out of 
sight, tiny minnows, and -even large fish on the 
prowl. You soon learn to tell the difference be- 
tween the dark, sinuous sharks which move 
slowly, the barricudas hanging motionless near 


him in.

the surface, and the almost invisible bonefish 
which are either cruising 6r feeding. 

If he is “tailing,” or standing or his head to 
root for crabs in water so shallow that his broad 
tail sticks above the surface and flashes like a 
mirror in the sun, he is easy to spot. But even 
then you’ve got to be careful as you wade toward 
him. Any unusual noise will send him shoéting 
for the safety of deep water. 

Put that fly a few feet from his head to get 
his attention, work it just right. If he nails it and 
feels the hook, hold the rod tip high and let him 
run until he is exhausted. He’s got tremendous 
power. I’ve seen big bonefish run five or six 
hundred feet against a five-pound drag. He'll 
make three or four* such rushes before you get 


You can take it from almost any ‘bonefisher- 
man—if you catch a six or seven-pounder by 
wading the flats, by finding, stalking 
handling your flyrod and fly just right, 
serve a prize. And better than the prize, will be 
an experience you won't ever forget.’
